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‘Pay-As-You-Go’ System 
To Stop Unpaid BUI’ EvU 
Is InstaUed By M’Keever 


Plan, Suggested By Citizens Tax Committee, Also Was 


Insisted Upon By Bloc Of Five Councilmen, Who 


Held Up Funds Till Assurance Was Given 


A certificate and encumbrance system was installed by City 
Auditor E. Allen McKeever on Jan. I, he announced today. 
This system, familiarly known as “ pay-as-you-go”, had 
been suggested by the Citizen’s Tax committee, comprised of 
Trades and Labor council and Chamber of Commerce mem­ 
bers, and had been insisted upon by a bloc of city councilmen. 
It is required by law and prevents the city government 
from acquiring any unpaid bill. 
Under it, no purchases may be made by any city official unless 
the auditor first issues a certificate that money to pay the bill has 
been appropriated, is on hand or being collected, and has not already 
been encumbered. 
Being “encumbered” means that an order spending that amount 
of money already has been placed. 
Adoption of the plan in Bast Liverpool is expected to end a situ­ 
ation existing here for several years in the accumulation year after 
year of unpaid bills incurred without obedience to council’s appropria­ 
tions and without regard to balances in the funds from which they 
should be paid. 
Five councilmen—Jam es E. Cunningham, Ross H. Dorff, William 
G. Ridge, John G. Hill and H arry Wilson—last* week insisted on delay-' 
ing a tem porary payroll appropriation for three days because they were 
unable to get Mr. McKeever’s assurance that the plan would be installed. 
The auditor had said on Oct. I he would initiate it, but in late 
December inquiries of him as to w hether he still would do so brought 
evasive answers. W hen he did not reaffirm his intention, the five 
councilmen made it clear they will insist upon it, so that any appropri­ 
ations they enact for 1943 will be used only for m aterials purchased

German Capital Battered For First Time Since 1941; 


Other Reich-Occupied Territories Are Pounded; 


Correspondent Stresses Berlin Damage

LONDON, Jan. 18—A strong force of R.A.F. bombers laid 
huge fires across Berlin in the renewed "War of the Capitals’' 
Sunday night, but stiffened defenses of the German city took 
a toll of 22 planes compared with only one of tho previous 
night. 
London’s anti-aircraft gunners, meanwhile, threw Nazi 
raiders into confusion by the fierceness of their barrage dur­ 
ing two assaults last night and early today when the attack­ 
ers lost IO of perhaps 60 planes. 
German efforts at retaliation for the m ighty attach which appar­ 
ently caught Berlin defenses napping Saturday night were relatively 
mild. London’s ground guns threw up a curtain of steel and fire more 
thunderous and powerful than anything Londoners ever heard before. 
Instead of trying to drive tbe bombers away from vital objectives 
and Into the path of night fighters, the gunners aimed for buli-eyes 
directly on the attacking bombers. T he night's bag brought to more 
than 4,000 the number of enemy aircraft destroyed over Britain since 
the start of the war. 
“Berlin again was attacked by a strong force of our heavy bombers 
last night,” the air m inistry communique said. “A great load of bombs 
was dropped, and by tbe end of tbe attack, large ftree were burning.” 
The bombers flew in bright moonlight on most of the 1,200-mile 
round-trip, but encountered some clouds over the target area, In con­ 
tra st to the light opposition Saturday night, tbe air ministry Mid

reported shot down. 
The German high command, In a communique broadcast by tbe 
Berlin radio, said Nazi night fighters and anti-aircraft guns shot down

Bakers Tell You How To Do It

WASHINGTON. Jan. 18—The lost art of bread-alicing came back 
Into its own today and bakers advise housewives to keep their eye 
on the loaf and not bear down on th* knife. 
W ith ready-aliced bread for home consumption prohibited under 
government order, bakers said a loaf should not be cut in lta natural 
position, topside up — it’s apt to* 
thread. 
Lay the loaf on its side, one 
baker advised, adding: 
Don't bear down on your knife 
—use a gentle, 
sawing 
motion. 
Train your eye on the exact point 
you’re trying to cut through. Then 
hold the knife flat against the loaf 
while you’re cutting it. 
HAnd be sure the knife is sharp." 
Those slices you 
m utilate lo 
learning how to slice will make 
bread pudding. 
It’* another Job for housewives. 
along with getting baked beans out 
of the oven instead of a can. 
But Food Administrator Wick* 
aid said he is confident house­ 
wives won’t mind cutting their 
own bread “if thereby they can 
contribute 
toward 
preventing

price increase and at the same 
tim e contribute to the war effort.

They have plenty of it—an d it la 
plenty big.

S o v i e t m o b i l e units have 
achieved greet skill in cutting up 
the enemy front. Their tanks, on 
which Tommy gunners ride, strike 
w ith great effect. 
The Russians assert that their 
medium tank, called the 34, is the 
bast medium tank In the world. 
They also have sleds, the horse- 
drawn variety, by the thousands. 
The commanders one talks with 
impress one with their great confi­ 
dence In victory. 
They are not laughing at the Ger­ 
mane. They still pay them consid­ 
erable tribute aa fighters. The pres­ 
ent weather, they assert, should 
be Ideal for the German armored 
forces and motorised units. 
Every soldier and official I talked 
with possessed a deep, almost re­ 
ligious faith, in Prem ier Stalin’s 


direction of the war 
They gave 
him full credit for everything. 
Finely (quipped In Clothes 
Th* fighter* are finely equipped 
in clothe*. 
Soldiers generally wear the fam­ 
ous Russian valinkl—a felt boot 
that cornea to the knee, or above. 
if wanted. Their uniform# are thick 
and so Is their underwear. 
Moat of them prefer a fur-lined 
hat to a steal helraat in winter 
weather. 
Their gloves ar* deep. fur-lined 
and equipped with trigger fingers. 
Their Tommy gun 
is a neat, 
easily bandied, light little weapon. 
They also carry a very ugly-looklng 
knife. 
The Red army f)roat-iin* fighter 
gets loo grams (three and a half 
ounces) of Vodka dally which, lf 
you downed it all a t once, wouldn't 
give you a ’’belt”. 
I never yet heve seen a bottle 
on a Russian soldier or any soldier 
drinking. 
Up here at the front we have 
been eating well—far better than 
we eat in Moscow.

Tunisia Is An Omen 
P 
ART of the disappointment over the shortage of 
good news from Tunisia comes from realization 
th at Allied troubles there are a foretaste of worse 
troubles to come. 
The comparative ease with which H itler could 
offset the strength of history’s greatest arm ada— 
and no doubt its costliest—dem onstrates again the 
advantage belonging to the side with the shorter 
supply line. The sam e advantage will continue to 
operate In N ail favor throughout the forthcoming 
attem pt to tighten the net on German militarism. 
As to political complications, which have been 
m are disturbing than military troubles, it may be 
predicted safely th at they will be equaled every­ 
where in Europe when the hour of liberation comes 
and surpassed in many places. If Tunisia in Africa 
can put Frenchmen at each other’s throats, imagine 
what must happen when they begin to maneuver 
for advantage in France, itself. 
Everywhere there will be the effect of Axis in­ 
fluence—the relics of treachery, the hypocrisy of 
hum an beings who sold their principles for personal 
advantage, the masses who don’t care who pro­ 
vides their next meal as long as someone is respon­ 
sible for trying. Tunisia Is an omen of what it is 
going to mean in blood, sweat, tears and disillusion­ 
m ent to undo domination of Europe by the Axis. 


Foreign Papers Don't Copy 
pvU E largely to the great strike of 1925-26, the an- 
thracite industry's current labor troubles are 
of relatively small consequence. Except for the ef­ 
fect on the war effort, a work stoppage In anthra­ 
cite mines would be negligible Importance. 
The 1925-26 strike accelerated a movement already 
under way to substitute other fuels for anthracite. 
Gradually, the mines slowed down, while miners 
drifted away. In 1930 the average number of men 
employed In anthracite mines was 161,000; in 1941 
It had decreased to 9J,000. Few strikes have caused 
wider repercussions. 
Under wartime conditions, of course, every strike 
is im portant, not only because it Is a manifestation 
of civilian failure in discipline. Nothing is more dis­ 
couraging, more maddening to fighting men than 
news of a strike. 
When the strike is called over a question of dues, 
as the anthracite strike stem s to be. certainly It 
would be the part of kindness to spare the armed 
forces on the battlefronts the news. They have 
enough to thiuk about without wondering why an 
acate fuel shortage back home should he aggravated 
by a work stoppage because men are fighting over 
money.

A Strong Civilian Is Needed To Run War On Subs 


Or German U-Boats May Extend Fighting For Year

W 
HILE the Axis Is exaggerating 
our losses in the submarine 
war, 
our own 
reports are 
con­ 
cealing 
the 
seriousness 
of 
our 
losses, lf th whole picture, strip­ 
ped of statistical finagling, were 
disclosed, we should wake up with 
a start to a realization th at the 
German 
submarine 
is 
now 
our 
most deadly opponent. 
The facts cannot be printed. But 
it may be said that we have lost 
and 
are continuing 
to 
lose 
so 
many cargo 
ships, 
tankers 
and 
transports that everywhere — in 
North Africa, In New Guinea and 
the Solomons, on the vitally im­ 
portant Burmese front—we are like 
a man fighting with one hand tied 
behind his back. 
Eventually we shall win the war, 
anyway, but eventually is not soon 
enough. It is quite possible that 
the German submarines can soften 
our blows enough to prolong the 
war in Europe for an extra year. 
If they do, it well may mean 
that the Japanese will gain time 
to exploit their conquests while 
our 
indispensable 
Chinese. 
Rus­ 
sian and British allies will be suf­ 
fering from the cumulative strain 
of an additional year of war. 
It may be said th at In 1942 the 
subm arine sank more ships than 
our shipyards, with all their mir­ 
aculous achievement, were able to 
launch. 
Moreover, the German submarine 
navy is today larger than it ever 
has been. 
New submarines 
are 
being built very much faster than 
we are destroying them. There is 
no prospect now of our having 
enough escorts to deal with them 
until the end of this year. 
If these general statem ents could 
be supported with the actual fig­ 
ures and with maps showing where 
Hie sinkings occur, every one would 
appreciate the extreme gravity of 
the situation. 
Y 
ET the problem is soluble. We 
know it is soluble because when­ 
ever we decide that a oonvoy must 
go through, we can organize its 
protection and push it through. 
The solution depends upon two 
things: One, upon enough escorts, 
planes and other material equip­ 
ment manned by trained personnel 
and, two, upon Betting up the com­ 
mand and an adequate general staff 
campaign from North and South 
America, from the British Isles and 
from Africa. 
Our shortage of equipment was 
Initially to lack of foresight in the 
navy department. In the present 
controversy over synthetic rubber, 
there la grave danger*that the es­ 
cort shops once again will be set 
back. 
lf they are set back, It will be 


because Mr. Nelson and Mr. Jef­ 
fers are more Impressed with the 
civilian demand for rubber tires 
than the param ount Importance of 
fighting the submarine. 
If the navy would organize an 
adequate command and staff to 
conduct this complicated war of all 
arm s as a combined operation with 
our Allies it would at the same time 
possess the organization capable of 
making Its case effective with Mr. 
Nelson, Mr. Jeffers, the congress 
and the country. 
Although the Atlantic Is 
one 
ocean and the German submarines 
are under one strategical command, 
there is nothing on our side which 
corresponds to the situation. 
It la most probable that no radi­ 
cal improvement can be expected 
lf we rely upon negotiations be­ 
tween our admirals and our gen- 
erals and upon their negotiations 
with the admirals and air marshals 
of our allies. 


I 
N this respect the situation to­ 
day has many resem blances to 
1917 when the war might have been 
lost if Lloyd George and the war 
cabinet had not intervened a t the 
admiralty. 
It would be well lf the Pre*! 
dent would re-read today Lloyd 
George’s war memoirs, Volumne Til 
beginning page 
1,129, 
and 
also 
"Victory at Sea’’ by Admiral Sims. 
These will remind him, th at a 
situation of this kind needs the 
strong hand of a powerful civilian 
to set It In order. There is no civil­ 
ian today who has the authority to 
make It his one and only business 
to get the campaign organized and 
commanded. 
Mr. Lloyd George tells us in his 
memoirs how it became necessary 
for him to transfer Sir Edward 
Carson from the post of first lord 
of the adm iralty in order to put 
through the necessary reform. 
"Some one was needed a t the 
head of the adm iralty,” he says, 
"with a greater reserve of vitality, 
more resource and m astery of de­ 
tail.’’ 
Carson, he tells us, never got the 
views of the younger naval officers 
because he felt that this would 
"Imply distrust of his colleagues 
and therefore a professional dis­ 
loyalty. He therefore availed him­ 
self of the advice of the acknowl­ 
edge adm iralty chiefs.” 
There is now needed In the ad­ 
m inistration a strong civilian with 
vitality, resource and m astery of 
detail to see th at this campaign is 
pulled together and stepped up. 
Until there is somebody who makes 
this campaign his business, it will 
falter because what is everybody’s 
business is nobody's business.

The 
treasury’s colections wll be just 
as much in 1943 as if you were 
paying on your 1942 tax, perhaps 
more (since incomes are stea411y 
mounting). 
But it would equalize the tax 
on a month-to-month basis, spread 
It over the year, and provide re­ 
lief for the man whose Income 
suddenly collapses due to inability 
to work or loss of job.

The pay-as-you-go plan first was 
proposed in a senate finance com­ 
mittee hearing by Beardsley Ruml, 
i New York financier and treasurer 
of one of the nation's largest de­ 
partm ent stores. 
The Ruml plan was something 
of a bombshell and it has been ex­ 
ploding at intervals ever since.

AYBE wa will have better luck on the lottery 
thing with the new congress than we did with 
the old, which quietly shuffled all the various bills 
designed to produce a national drawing for prize 
money to the bottom of the deck. 
Many of the congressmen undoubtedly favored 
the lottery, but it was too hot for them to handle, 
viewing it from a political standpoint. Most of them 
felt their constituents back home, especially the 
church people—even those who pursue the form of 
lottery known as bingo In their houses of worship— 
would have disapproved of their support of some­ 
thing that is frankly a species of gambling. 
Perhaps the same situation will prevail among the 
new congressmen, yet as the government need for 
funds commences to strain other sources, the lottery 
may finally come to be considered as a necessity. 
Every lode of fresh money may have to be exploited, 
and the lottery present* riche.* possibilities than- 
ever. W ith horse racing highly restricted If not 
completely closed, the billions the public has been 
pouring Into that game would be seeking another out* 
let and th© lottery would get a laigfe part of the play. 
T 
HE American public Is going to gamble on some­ 
thing, a trait that I deplore as much as anybody 
else. But since It is true, I contend that the gambling 
might as well be on a legal enterprise such aa a gov­ 
ernm ent lottery in which the player has some pro­ 
tection rather than have the m orey absorbed by il­ 
legal and perhaps crooked numbers games and other 
swindles which now abound throughout the land. 
The last year has been the most startling upsurge 
In gambling in our history, It has been going on in 
gaming houses, at the race tracks and in numerous 
other forms in small towns and large cities. It will 
continue to Increase largely for the reason th at the 
people have more money than ever before and are 
denied the usual opportunities of spending it on 
luxuries. 
Sure, the people ought to save their money, or 
at least what they have left after taxes, hut unfor­ 
tunately logic and human nature do not alwaya jibe. 
It is human nature to seek the excitement of gam­ 
bling and our civilization has yet to devise adequate 
protection, by Jaw or otherwise, for the people 
against this peculiar temptation. 
O 
f course I do not claim that the lottery would be 
a protection against temptation. On the contrary, 
I admit It would foster temptation. But until some­ 
one thinks up a method of wiping out all gambling. 
Including the stock market, I will hold to my opinion 
it is best that the gambling be done under protective 
auspices such as a national lottery would afford. 
I say this without any particular thought of th# 
money-raising possibilities of the lottery. My original 
idea that the lottery be installed only for the purpose 
of producing funds for army and navy relief seems 
to have been lost sight of. though I still contend that 
would be the best use of the dough. 
But even lf the swag goes into the national Jackpot 
for general purposes, I think the lottery would be a 
good thing if only to abate the illegitimate gambling 
that is becoming a vertitable plague everywhere. 
You have only to look around your own community 
to see that what I say is the truth.

This Week In The Sky 
(By The Hayden Planetarium. New York city) 
O 
NE of the most familiar groups of ftfars that w# 
observe in the winter sky is that charming 
family known as the Seven Sisters, or the Pleiades. 
This asterism will be seen in the southeastern sky 
as soon as the sun has set and the twilight faded. 
The Pleiades is a very conspicuous cluster of 
faint stars—conspicuous because of its grouping and 
its position in an unoccupied region of the heavens. 
The cluster is in the constellation Tauras, to the 
west of the V-shaped face of the Bull. 
To the naked eye the Pleiades appear as six or 
seven star**, or on very clear nights possibly as eight 
or IO. W ith the telescope hundreds of stars can be 
seen in this cluster and also beautiful wisps of 
nebulosity. Ifs interesting to look at these stars with 
binoculars, for a surprisingly large number can be 
seen with even low-powered instrum ents. 
The Pleiades, in the old constellation pictures, 
mark the shoulder of the Bull, and in ancient time* 
were thought to bring stormy weather. 
Alcyone is the largest and brightest of the »tir«, 
at the renter of the group. Below this are Atlas, to 
the right, and Pleione to the left. 
The moon will be full Thursday, Jan. 21,

Circulate In All Parts Of U. S.

PRINCETON, N.*J., Jan, 18—Somebody once said there is nothing 
more persistent than a lie, and this contention is borne out by the in­ 
stitute’s m ost recent survey on rumors. 
Although newspapers, magazines and radio have cooperated with 
the government in attem pting to scotch false and malicious rumors, they 
continue to be passed over the*i*- 
“back fences” of the nation. 
Field reporters for the Institute 
In all the 48 states have been col­ 
lecting rumors current in 
their 
communities 
for 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 
The collection serves to empha­ 
size the chamcleon-like quality of 
rum ors: they change to fit current 
issues. Right now the country is 
fairly crackling with false and fan­ 
tastic rum ors about rationing. 
Rumor-mongers around Portland. 
Ore., are saying the government or­ 
dered farm ers “to kill cattle and 
sheep and then put quicklime on 
the meat so people couldn’t buy It.” 
In parts of Wyoming, rumor hath 
it that the government Is feeding 
“elk and deer to the J'aps In the in­ 
ternm ent camps while white people 
in Boston eat horse meat.” 
Gasoline Dumping Is False 
From all over the oountry the 
baseless rumor pops up that oil 
companies are “dumping gasoline 
on the ground,” th*at the govern­ 
ment is “burning sugar because 
they haven’t got room to store it.” 
In Haddonfield. N. J., the false 
rum or is spreading that “rationing 
Is not really necessary: it's mere­ 
ly a scheme to make us war con­ 
scious.'’ 
From 
such 
widely 
separated 
places as Dawson, Minn., Seward, 
Neb., and W ilmington, Del., comes 
the absurd report that the “tin 
can collection is all being used to 
make caps for beer bottles.” 
Some of the rumors reach new 
heights of fantasy: 
"The Nazis 
are making soap out of the Jew s” 
(Grangerville. Idaho!, “Taxes for 
1942 are so high that the govern­ 
ment can’t collect them and is 
planning to cancel them and apply 
this 
year’s 
payments 
to 
1943" 
(Columbus, O.)—an obvious tw ist­ 
ing of the purpose of the widely- 
discussed Ruml plan. 
A Tale Of Knives 
Rumor vendors in Tempe. Ariz.. 
are obsessed with a weird and mac­ 
abre tale about butcher knives. 
They are saying that In a cer­ 
tain small town in Utah near a 
camp where 10.000 Jape are inter­ 
ned. the Japs have been quietly 
buying up butcher knives, cleavers 
and bowles. “One hardware man 
sold 500 knives before he realized 
they might be used to slit the 
throats of the white people in 
town.” 
A great wave of optimistic ru­ 
mors on the length of the war Is 
sweeping 
the 
country: 
“Henry 
Ford says the war will be over in 
96 days and he missed guessing 
the end of the last war by only 
six days." “Roosevelt is having 
tractors work at night to cover 
with dirt the inundations of war 
plants being built. He knows the 
war is going to end right away 
and he doesn't want people to see 
how much money be wasted ” 
The story that spreads quickly 
is always one that has a neat twist 
to IL In widely separated areas 


field reporters picked up this wild 
tale:

Rumor about racial groups have 
increased noticeably since the In­ 
stitute's last check-up in Novem­ 
ber.

Payments To Be Two, Three 


And Five Times As Great

CLEVELAND, Jan. IS—Many of 
the great army of American tax­ 
payers do not realize that their 
1943 payments will be two, three 
or even five times as large as 
those of 1942, Brig. Gen. Leonard 
P. Ayres declares. 
In addition to not realizing that 
they owe the government more 
tax, millions of people are not 
aware of the fact that internal 
revenue agents will have reliable 
information about the amounts of 
taxpayer earnings since the new 
victory taxes are to be paid at the 
source by employers, the Cleveland 
economist added in the monthly 
business bulletin of the Cleveland 
Trust Co., of which he Is a vice 
president. 
Lowest Brackets Hit Hardset 
“Percentage of increase is most 
severe in the lowest income brack' 
eta, Gen. Ayres said after compar­ 
ing income taxes paid by single 
persons last year and thosa to be 
paid In 1943. Figures show that a 
person earning $1,000 paid $21 tax 
last year, but that this year he 
must pay $108, or more than five 
times as much. 
The person earning $1,500 who 
last year paid $89 must pay $225. 
At the Income level of $10,000 taxes 
are not quite doubled, but advance 
from $1,490 to $2,859. 
"It does seem clear that the exist­ 
ence of such large tax debts, owed 
by so large a proportion of our 
adult population, is undesirable. 
Our income tax system ought to 
be changed so that most of the 
taxes could be paid currently as 
the incomes are 
earned,” Gen. 
tyres continued. 
Freezing Of Workers Upheld 
If war spending in 1943 were to 
continue the upward trends estab­ 
lished In 1942 the rate of war ex­ 
penditures would be up to the level 
of our national income, but “be­ 
fore many m ore, months have 
elapsed there will develop neces­ 
sarily some leveling off In the 
steep upward climb,” the Cleve­ 
land economist predicted.

Lowest Brackets Hit Hardest 
“Percentage of increase is most 
severe in the lowest income brack­ 
ets, Gen. Ayres said after compar­ 
ing Income taxes paid by single 
persons last year and those to be 
paid in 1943. Figures show that a 
person earning $1,000 paid $21 tax 
last year, but that this year he 
must pay $108, or more than five 
times as much. 
The person earning $1,500 who 
last year paid $89 must pay $225. 
At the income level of $10,000 taxes 
are not quite doubled, but advance

HERE ARE three sets of sali­ 
vary glands, one of 
each 
on 
each side of the mouth. The larg 
est which are just under the angle 
of the jaw are the parotid glands. 
Second in size are the submaxil- 
lary glands, which are beneath the 
tongue and rather forward. Third 
are the small sublingual glands 
which are exactly under the root 
of the tongue. Bach pair of these 
pours out a secretion which goes 
through a duct and allows the se­ 
cretion to enter the mouth cavity. 


Importance O f Glands 
We should be very uncomfort­ 
able lf these glands were not pre­ 
sent and working. They supply a 
constantly moist mouth in the first 
place. They also have considerable 
power to kill germs and for the 
digestion of 
certain 
substances, 
notably starches, they are among 
the most powerful of the diges­ 
tive Juices. In order to prove this, 
you have only to take a cracker 
or a piece of bread and chew it 
and see how quickly the tasteless 
starch turns into sweet, which is 
the chief process in the digestion 
of starches. 
Fortunately these glands do not 
often become the seat of trouble. 
I suppose the commonest disease 
to which they are subjected is 
mumps, 
which 
is 
technically 
known as parotitis because it is 
inflammation of the parotid gland. 
The 
second 
commonest condi­ 
tion which affects these glands is 
obstruction of the ducts from a 
stone 
formation. 
The 
salivary 
glands most liable to this form of 
obstruction are the submaxlllary 
and sublingual, although any of 
them may be affected. When a 
stone forms in the duct of one 
of the glands, the patient experien­ 
ces acute discomfort and distress 
whenever eating. 
Immediate Response 
The glands respond immediately 
to anything that is taken into the 
mouth and begin to form secre­ 
tions; lf this secretion is dammed 
back by a stone big enough to ob­ 
struct the duct, it causes swelling 
and acute discomfort. 
Many of these cases are mis­ 
taken for tonsillitis, but the ex­ 
perienced physician win be able 
to distinguish them by examina­ 
tion. A probe put in 
the 
duct, 
scrapes* against the stone, which 
is the final diagnostic criterion. 
The stones can be quite easily re­ 
moved through the ducts, some­ 
times by dilating and opening the 
duct and using a small forceps. 
The relief is instantaneous. 
Mistakes In Diagnosis 
Some very serious mistakes are 
made 
with 
these 
salivary 
duct 
stones. I rem em ber seeiug a pa­ 
tient once who had a swelling on 
the cheek which was mistaken for 
an abscess, whereas it was an en­ 
larged 
parotid gland due to a 
stone in the parotid duct. .The sur­ 
geon in charge of the case made 
an 
opening 
through 
the 
cheek 
creating a salivary fistula so that 
the 
saliva 
poured 
out 
on 
the 
cheek and the poor patient, when 
I saw him six months later, was 
practically a hermit. He had a 
constant dribble of saliva through 
the opening in his cheek and when 
he ate anything he actually had 
to hold a glass or a pitcher under­ 
neath his jaw in order to catch the 
saliva 
w h i c h 
poured 
out 
in 
amounts large enough to fill a 
medium-sized pitcher one or two 
times in the course of a meal. So 
he ate his meals in solitude. 
The lesson, therefore, is that 
any swelling around the angle of 
the jaw, or the jaw or tongue 
should 
be 
investigated 
as 
to 
whether or not it is a stone which 
has formed in the salivary duct.

cracked open and sank while lying 
a t a dock for outfitting.
